(APPENDIX  A.) 
Report  on  Domestic  Missions. 

Tli11  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  beg  to  submit  the  following  as  their 
Report : 

'•  Brethren,  mv  heart's  desire  rind  prayer  to  God.  for  Israel  fa,  that  they 
might  be  Bfivcd.  Such  was  tlie  patriotic  and  pious  exclamatiou  of  the  great 
Apostle  of  the  Gentiles,  in  regard  to  his  "  kindred  according  to  the  flesh  " 
but  a  short  time  before  the  utter  overthrow  of  their  commonwealth.  Though 
he  hud  jusi  been  discussing  the  mysterious  docilities  of  predestination  and 
election,  in  which  he  had  declared    that  "whom  God   did  foreknow,  he  also 

did  predestinate  to  be  conformed  to  the  image  of  his  Son  ; Moreover, 

whom  lie  did  predestinate  them  He  also  called ;  and  whom  he  called  them 
He  also  justified  ;  and  whom  he  justified  them  lie  also  glorified ;" — and 
though  he  doubtless  had  a  prophetic  view  of  that  hopeless  ruin  impeding 
over  liiat  nation  stained  with  Messiah's  blood,  and  whose  cup  of  iniquity  was 
full ;— yet  obeying  an  irrepressible  impulse  of  patriotic  devotion  to  his 
countrymen  surpassed  only  by  the  constraining  love  of  Christ  which  filled 
his  heart  and  soul,  and  which  brought  our  Savior  from  heaven,  he  bewailed 
an  infatuation  which  he  could  not  dispell,  and  a  terrible  doom  which  hccould 
not  avert. 

Our  object  in  recurring  to  the  foregoing  passage  is  to  show,  that  patriotism 
may  be  combined  with  Christian  philanthropy,  and  recognized  as  a  legiti- 
mate motive  for  Homk  Evangkuzation.  Indeed,  the  combination  of  these 
two  principles  as  intended  to  operate  upon  the  hearts  of  l>clievers  in  spread- 
ing abroad  the  "  glorious  Gospel  of  the  blessed  God,''  is  distinctly  sanctioned 
by  our  Lord  Himself.  In  commanding  them  to  "  go  into  all  the  world,  and 
preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature,"  he  distinctly  directed  that  they 
"should  begin  at  Jerusalem,"  i.  c.  begin  at  home.  We  desire,  therefore,  in 
as  Bhort  a  compass  as  possible,  to  point  out  some  of  those  more  prominent 
considerations  which  must  ever  give  to  HoMa  Missions  a  prominent,  if  not 
tiik  prominent,  place,  in  every  properly  regulated  system  of  Christian  be- 
nevolence.   And 

First.  Oik  Loud  himself  was  first  a  honk  missionary.  "I  am  not  sent," 
says  He,  "  but  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel."  "  And  lie  said  unto 
them.  Let  us  go  into  the  next  towns,  that  I  may  preach  there  also  :  for  there- 
fore came  I  for  h."  With  us,  as  a  demonstration,  the  word  and  example  of 
Jesus  Christ  is  an  end  of  all  strife.  Whatever  convs  to  us  under  such  sacred 
directions  and  sanctions,  we  are  wont  to  regard  as  possessing  all  the  au- 
thority of  a  controlling  principle.  We  delight  to  walk  in  the  footsteps  of 
Him  who  "went  about  doing  good."  It  is  this  consideration  which  enables 
the  young  disciple  to  breast  the  tide  of  popular  ridicule,  and  follow  his  Re- 
deemer into  the  baptismal  stream,  and  be  "  buried  with  Him  in  baptism."  It 
is  this  which  sustains  him  in  the  fierce  temptations  aud  contests  of  lit.1,  when 
contending  with  "principalities  and  powers,  with  spiritual  wickedness  in 
high  places."  He  remembers  how  his  Savior  resisted  the  temptations  of  the 
devil  in  the  wilderness,  and  it  nerves  his  heart  in  the  day  of  battle.  And 
then  in  the  sad  hour  of  affliction,  how  the  soul  rises  superior  to  all  its  pairs 
as  it  contemplates  the  Man  of  Sorrows  in  the  bowers  of  Gethsemanc.  "  sweat- 
ing great  drops  of  blood  falling  to  the  ground  I"  In  a  word,  the  example  of 
Jesus  in  any  position,  cither  of  duty,  of  privilege,  or  of  suffering,  is  suf- 
ficient to  awaken  in  the  hearts  of  all  His  followers  a  joyful  emulation  to  fol- 
low in  his  footsteps.  So  long  as  we  have  the  consciousness  that  we  are  doing 
what  Jesus  did,  so  long  do  we  know  that  we  are  in  the  path  of  duty.    Let

It  has  almost  grown  into  a  proverb,  "that  bad  men  may  rebel,  but  cannot 
be  free."  Political  parties  may  meet  and  resolve,  that  the  stability  of  our 
institutions  depends  upon  the  predoiuinacy  of  this,  that,  or  the  other  party. 
The  tact  is,  the  pulpits  of  our  country  are  the  pillars  which  sustain  that 
noble  superstructure  bequeathed  to  us  by  a  godly  ancestry.  They  arc  at 
once  the  great  means  of  popular  enlightenment,  and  the  conservators  of 

rublic  morals.  Our  forefathers,  with  the  Bible  as  their  guide,  struck  for 
ibcrty  and  independence,  and  succeeded  :  France  attempted  the  same  with- 
out the  Ilible,  trampling  it  under  her  feet,  and  failed.  The  one  gave  the 
world  flic  brightest,  the  other  the  darkest,  chapter,  of  its  political  history. — 
What  then  is  our  duty  to  our  own  land,  under  these  circumstances,  at  a  time 
like  this,  too,  when  dark  clouds  lowwr  over  its  prospects?  The  churches  of 
the  saints  are  indeed  the  only  hope  of  our  country.  And  let  us  know  that  in 
multiplying  them,  and  sending  out  godly  men  to  preach  among  our  people 
tho  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ,  that  we  are  doing  far  more  to  perpetuate 
the  priceless  heritage  bequeathed  to  us  by  our  lathers,  than  if  we  were 
celebrating  with  bonllres,  illuminations,  and  jubilant  shouts,  the  triumph  of 
some  political  party.  By  how  much,  then,  we  would  preserve  our  happy 
civil  institutions  unsullied,  an  unfettered  Bible  as  the  princless  boon  of  our 
children,  and  the  purest  form  of  Christianity  lor  the  world  at  large — by  so 
much  are  we  impelled  to  supply  our  own  couutry  with  the  Holy  Oracles  and 
the  living  ministry. 

Finally.  We  desire  to  offer  some  KNCODRAOBitSKTB  to  our  brethren  to  in- 
crease their  efforts  in  tho  blessed  work  of  IIomb  Missions.  And  we  would 
begin  by  recurring  to  the  past  as  all'ording  abundant  reason  why  we  should 
adopt  tho  language  of  the  venerable  prophet,  and  say,  "  Hitherto  bath  the 
Lord  helped  us."  The  Financial  Reports  of  the  Domestic  Board,  from  the 
1st  of  April,  1846,  to  the  1st  of  April,  1858,  (twelve  years)  show  that 
$181,279  26  have  been  paid  into  the  treasury  and  expended  within  tho  ter- 
ritory occupied  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Tho  following  table 
will  exhibit  the  amount  ca«h  State  has  contributed  of  this  sum,  within  that 
period,  twelve  yeurs ;

It  is  proper  that  we  add  here,  that  the  first  years  operations  of  the  Board 
is  not  included  in  the  foregoing,  for  the  reason  that  the  treasurer  did  not  dis- 
tinguish the  amounts  contributed  by  each  State.  This,  added  to  the  receipts 
of  the  Board  this  year,  will  swell  the  amount  received  and  disbursed  to  at 
least  two  hundred 'thousand  dollars  from  the  time  of  its  organization,  some- 
thing over  thirteen  years  ago. 

And  what  has  been  accomplished,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  by  this  ex- 
penditure? Let  us  sec:— Our  Domestic  Mission  Board  have  commisssoned 
885  missionaries  and  agents  during  the  last  thirteen  years.  The  missionaries 
have  baptized  more  than  thirteen  thousand  persons,  besides  those  converted 
through  their  labors  amounting  to  at  least  one  half  this  number,  baptized  by 
others  ;  They  .nave  constituted  173  churches;  ordained  148  ministers  and 
219  deacons  ;  organized  (J89  Sabbath  Schools,  and  been  the  means  of  erect- 
ing 122  meeting  houses.  Terhaps  no  mission  Board  in  our  country  has  en- 
joyed a  higher  degr.  e  of  success.  There  is  a  gradual  increase  in  its  labors 
and  success  almost  <  very  year.  '•  Brethren,  whereunto  ye  have  already  at- 
tained let  us  Walk  by  the  same  rule,  let  us  mind  the  tame  thing." 

But  the  nrrUBK  is  no  less  encouraging  to  us  than  tho  past.  Every  year 
brings  to  our  shores  teeming  thousauds  from  all  the  nations  of  the  old  world.

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[APPENDIX  B.] 
Report  on  Temperance. 

Onr  obligation  to  abstain  from  drunkenness  is  obvious. 

The  Scriptures  urge  to  temperance,  command  us  to  sbunintoxicaling  drink 
as  we  do  tlio  fangs  of  a  serpent,  and  tell  us  that  drunkards  bhall  not  inherit 
the  kingdom  of  God. 

The  voice  of  nature  is  in  unison  with  that  of  tho  Bible,  and  teaches  us 
that  intemperance  wastes  property,  creates  poverty,  engenders  disease,  pro- 
duces crime,  destroys  intellect,  and  like  ancient  Moloch  or  modern  juggernaut 
commands  its  hecatombs  of  human  victims.  In  view  of  evils  so  great  and 
crimes  so  numerous,  many  people  have  banded  themselves  together  under 
various  forms  and  names,  for  tho  purpose  of  arresting  the  progress  of  this 
evil,  and  of  reforming  the  minds  and  manners  of  men  upon  this  subject. 

The  temperance  movement  has  met,  as  was  expected,  with  violent,  strong 
and  various  opposition.  All  great  and  good  improvements  must  encounter 
enemies.  The  Kailroud  was  ridiculed  in  the  British  Parliament.  Fulton 
was  derided  and  opposed  on  the  wharf,  while  he  was  building  the  first  steam- 
er. The  electric  telegraph, by  persons  wise  enough  to  get  hearers,  has  been 
pronounced  a  failure,  and  an  impossibility.  Christianity  alter  a  war  of 
eighteen  hundred  years,  finds  formidable  hosts  arrayed  against  ii.  Yet  op- 
position to  progress,  opposition  to  Christianity,  opposition  to  temperance  is 
doomed.  We  know  in  whose  council  it  is  determined  that  this  sinlul  planet 
shall  be  the  abode  of  righteousness.  Nature,  like  revelation,  rejoices  in  pro- 
gress, knows  no  pause  in  development,  and  attaches  her  curse  to  all  inaction. 

We  do  not  contend  for  every  plan  of  temperance  that  has  been  adopti  d  by 
simple  and  enthusiastic  men,  any  more  than  we  contend  for  every  plan  pro- 
posed for  education.  We  contend  for  the  great  principles  of  the  movement, 
and  wo  have  no  sympathy  for  those  who  oppose  us  because  our  move  mint  is 
not  exactly  in  the  line  of  their  peculiar  opinions.  These  men  are  as  various 
as  the  diseases  which  intemperance  produces.  One  founds  all  morality  iu 
sympathy,  another  in  a  moral  sense  ;  one  in  honor,  another  in  welt-love,  ono 
in  the  influence  of  the  pulpit,  another  in  the  Influence  of  the  church.  Now  a 
prudent  father  discarding  these  theories,  will  teach  his  child  by  precept  and 
example,  lie  will  mould  him  into  temperance  by  a  succession  of  teachers,  ho 
will  remind  him  of  his  interest,  of  prospects,  of  honor  ;  he  will  point  to  an- 
cient sages  and  modern  worthies  as  examples,  he  will  teach  him  to  listen  to 
temperance  lectures,  ho  will  read  to  him  the  commandments  of  God,  bring 
bim  under  the  influence  of  the  pulpit,  and  commit  him  in  humble  prayer  to 
tho  care  of  Omnipotence,  and  then  send  him  out  into  a  dram-driuking  and 
drunken  world,  with  fear  and  trembling. 

Ye  men  of  one  idea,  who  daily  see  the  hopes  of  fathers,  the  prayers  of 
mothers,  the  tears  of  sisters,  fail  to  dash  the  cup  of  poison  from  a  loved  one  ; 
we  advise  you  to  avail  yourselves  of  every  appliance  which  God  has  placed  in 
your  reach,  and  assist  all  good  men  in  driving  this  monstrous  vice  out  of  tho 
land  of  civilization. 

Most  of  the  arguments  against  the  temperance  movement  are  directed 
against  the  mode  of  procedure  or  against  imprudent  and  enthusiastic  indi- 
viduals. As  every  great  cause  has  its  foolish  plans,  and  its  unwise  advocates, 
this  objection  needs  not  an  answer.  The  arguments  directly  'against  tho 
temperance  movement,  it  is  believed,  have  never  assumed  a  logic  or  n  digni- 
ty that  has  alarmed  its  friends.  Still  its  opponents  have  an  argument  and 
a  strong  one  but  it  remains  in  their  throat.  The  assertion  that  this  move- 
ment has  done  no  good,  has  produced  no  reform,  is  made  in  ignorance  of  well 
authenticated  facts.  Many  have  banished  alcohol  from  their  social  boards, 
many  have  refused  it  to  cuter  ther  festivals.  Many  have  refused  to  vend  it. 
Hundreds  of  distilleries  have  been  stopped  ;  hundreds  of  liquor  houses  have 
been  closed.  Importations  have  dccliued.  The  legislation  of  many  States 
has  been  controlled  by  this  movement.  These  facts  arc  as  easily  and  as  tru- 
ly known  as  the  facts  upon  which  the  commercial  world  bases  its  movements. 

We  ought,  perhaps,  to  notice  those  who  contend  that  the  pulpit  only 
should  engage  in  this  reformation.  We  should  be  glad  to  kuow  how  long 
these  frionds  of  the  pulpit  wish  us  to  wait  for  their  success.    Eighteen  bun- 
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dred  years  ago  the  ablest  of  preachers,  reasoned  upon  temperance,  and  du- 
ring the  lonn  succession  of  centuries:  which  has  elapsed,  nil  good  churches 
mm  preachers  have  sought  to  promote  thin  virtue,  and  yet  they  have  made  do 
provision  for  tilOM  Who  will  not  come  under  the  Influence  of  the  church,  or 
who  will  not  come  within  earshot  of  the  pulpit.  liven  now  the  number  of 
drunkards  In  the  United  States,  equal*  the  army  which  itonaparte  led  to 
Russia. 

To  the  abstemtoos  preacher  who  opposes  us,  we  can  only  Fay  it  was  not  an 
enemy  that  reproached  us  then  could  we  have  borne  it.     The  dram-drinking 

E  readier  who  tells  us  to  depend  upon  the  pulpit  alone,  must  allow  us  to  doubt 
is  sincerity.  The  drunken  preachers,  woo  have  been  declaiming  against 
the  cause  of  temperance,  would  furnish  us  an  argument,  but  we  forbear— we 
have  arguments  sufficient  without  exposing  their  degradation. 

Let  us  candidly  consider  our  own  responsibility  upon  this  subject  When 
wc  oppose  the  temperance  movement.  When  we  aid  in  producing,  vending, 
Circulating  alcoholic  drink*,  let  us  remember  that  tribunal  "where  action 
lies  in  its  true  nature  and  we  ourselves  compelled,  even  to  the  teeth  and  lore- 
head  of  our  faults,  to  give  in  evidence." 

Wine  in  the  Scriptures  is  spoken  of  us  a  blessing.  It  is  also  spoken  of  as 
B  curse.  These  terms  are  not  used  In  relation  to  the  use  of  wine  only,  but 
are  applied  to  the  wine  itself.  Good  and  bad  wine  nre contrasted.  The  good 
was  bland, cheering  and  healthful,  the  bad  was  poisonous  and  intoxicating. 
The  good  was  the  purajuicc  of  the  grape,  the  bad  was  produced  then  as  now," 
by  fermentation  or  by  drugging.  Let  us  make  this  contrast  plain  by  anneal- 
ing to  the  record. 

Bad  wined.shonorcd  Noah.  It  polluted  Lot.  Hear  the  words  of  Isaiah: 
"They  have  erred  through  wine,  and  through  strong  drink  are  out  of  the 
way  :  the  Priest  and  the  Prophet  have  erred  through  strong  drink  ;  they  err 
in  vision,  they  stumble  in  judgment.  For  all  tables  are  full  of  vomit  and 
filthiness,  e-o  that  there  is  no  place  clean."  Let  those  who  pervert  the  Niblo 
to  justify  dram-drinking  come,  and  in  this  passage,  see  their  own  daguerreo- 
type, drawn  by  the  burning  light  from  above.  Let  us  now  quote  the  words 
ol  that  King  who  was  endowed  with  unparalleled  wisdom  :  "Who  hath  wo! 
>\ho  hath  sorrow?  Who  hath  contentions?  Who  hath  balding?  Who  hath 
wounds  without  cause  ?  Who  hath  redness  of  eyes?  They  that  tarry  long  at 
the  Wipe  ;  th  y  that  go  to  seek  mixed  wine.  At  last  it  bileth  like  a  serpent 
and  BUngeth  like  an  adder."  Moses  calls  this  wine  the  poison  of  dragoons 
and  the  cruel  venom  or  as|is.  Solomon  calls  it  a  mocker,  and  tells  us  we 
must  not  look  upon  it.     Lemuel  tells  us  that  Kings  must  not  drink  it. 

Now  let  us  sec  what  the  same  authority  says  of  unintoxicating  wine.  Isa- 
iah tells  us  there  is  a  blessing  in  the  cluster.  Moses  calls  it  the  pure  blood 
of  the  grape,  and  says  the  Lord  gave  it  to  Jacob.  This  last  patriarch  men- 
tions among  the  blcssmgH  conferred  upon  Judah,  the  blood  of  grapes.  It  is 
continual  y  mentioned  in  connection  with  corn  and  fruit.  So  Milton  under- 
stood it  when  he  said  our  first  mother  crushed  the  grape  fordrink.  Our  Lord 
at )  the  close  of  the  Sacramcutal  Supper  calls  wino  "the  fruit  of  the  vine" 
which i  shows  that  it  was  not  the  production  of  drugs  or  fermentation.  This 
pure  fruit  ol  the  vine  should  now  till  the  cup  at  the  Lord's  Table.  This  con- 
irast  w  complete.  No  sophistry  can  bewilder  thrsc  Scriptures.  Denial  can 
not  change  these  facts,  because  Christ  changed  water  into  a  harmless,  nu- 
trciouswine,  suited  to  a  Christian  festival;  therefore,  wc  are  told  that  his 
authority  sanctions  the  use  o'  that  poison  which  Hows  from  the  distillery .- 
toplanatums  are  thrown  away  in  answer  to  such  arguments.

.T{'i       ■d,Wm,Vr^1lly,,roni  thc  clu8ter»  euit  the  unadulterated 
taste,  are  cheering  and  bealthlul. 

The  voice  of  nature  is  hardly  less  distinct  than  that  of  revelation.    She 

produces  the  nutneioua  grain.    The  still  converts  it  into  alcohol.    Thispois- 

on  comes  in  contact  with  the  delicate  fibre  of  the  system.    It  soon  begins  the 

work  of  rum.     The  body  bloats,  thc  limbs  shrink,  the  countenance  loses  Its 

lustre,  the  checks  hang  down,  the  muscles  lese  their  firmness,  the  motions 
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become  timid,  llio  eyes  turn  red,  the  countenance  becomes  ghastly,  full  of 
livid  blotches  and  rum-blossoms,  and  the  whole  man Ebecomcs  vinous  and 
loathsome.  How  many  such  are  linked  in  their  vilencss  to  noble  mothers, 
delicate  sinters,  and  warm-hearted  companions?  How  many  heart-*  they 
crush  in  silence?  How  often  they  take  off  the  roso  from  the  fair  forehead 
of  an  innocent  love  and  place  a  blister  there? 

The  misfortunes  attending  drunkenness  are  many.  One  has  fallen  into  the 
five,  another  into  the  water.  One  has  fallen  from  his  horse,  another  over  a 
precipice.  One  has  lost  Ids  honesty  and  is  in  prison,  another  his  mind  and  is 
in  the  mad-house,  One  has  mistaken  his  friend  for  his  enemy  and  has  mur- 
dered him,  another  has  the  delerium  tremens,  thinks  the  devil  is  after  him, 
and  commits  suicide.  One  is  conducting  a  train  of  cans  forgets  that  it  is 
the  time  lor  the  train  moving  in  the  opposite  direction  to  occupy  the  roads, 
and  ruches  upon  the  fearful  collision.  The  gay  and  cheerful  passengers  have 
no  time  to  pray,  and  hardly  time  to  scream,  before  they  are  mutilated  and 
crushed  in  a  manner  which  imagination  contemplates  with  horror.  Another 
is  the  captain  of  a  steamer,  and  while  the  healthy  and  happy  are  gone  to 
rest,  urges  his  boat  beyond  its  capacity,  the  boiler  gives  way,  the  inmates, 
while  dreaming  of  home,  arc  instantly  transferred  from  the  repose  of  sleep 
to  the  repose  of  death. 

Thr  diseases  that  infest  his  body  arc  legion.  The  dyspepsia  pets  him  retch- 
ing,  and  the  dropsy  swelling.  The  rheumatism  gives  him  a  pair  of  crutches, 
and  the  sore-eyes  u  pair  of  green  spectacles.  A  sore  throat  gives  him  a 
COUgh,  and  diseased  lungs  tin:  phthisic.  The  gout  makes  him  unable  to  trav- 
el, and  the  palpitation  of  the  heart  urges  him  to  go  to  the  Springs.  Ho  be- 
come prematurely  old  ;  too  vulgar  for  ladies'  society,  and  too  foolish  for 
gentlemen's.  He  is  finally  wiped  out  by  the  hand  of  death,  aud  his  family 
is  freed  from  a  nuisance. 

You  need  not  go  far  to  find  drunkards.  They  sink  down  to  paupers,  and 
fill  up  the  ranks  of  beggars.  They  sink  into  the  poor-house  and  dwell  in 
the  habitation  of  broken  hearts  and  blasted  hopes.  They  people  our  houses 
of  correction,  our  prisons,  our  hospitals,  our  madhouses.  They  crowd  the 
avenues ol  death,  and  hurry  towards  the  graveyard.  They  also  tread  upon 
the  high  places  of  the  earth.  They  are  lloated  into  the  Legislature  upon  a 
tide  of  alcohol,  when  they  liscence  crime,  and  make  the  vending  of  poisons 
legal.  They  mount  into  the  pulpit,  where  they  insult  virtu*,  and  make  war 
upon  religion.  They  are  clothed  in  ermine,  and  attempt,  with  an  unsteady 
hand  to  dispense  justice. 

Let  us  give  ourselves  to  firm  resolves  in  the  cause  of  Temperance.  Let  us 
do  it  in  view  of  those  children  made  wretched  ;  those  wives  broken-hearted  ; 
thoge  youths  corrupted ;  those  miuisters  and  judges  demented.  In  view  of 
those  great  minds  that  have  been  wasted  by  alcohol— in  view  of  thoso  ine- 
briates who  have  adorned  our  lauguage  with  cloquenco  and  poetry— in  view 
of  those  prison  walls  which  incarcerate  miserable  men,— those  diseases  with 
all  their  woes,  produced  by  driuking— in  view  of  the  supplication  of  the  or- 
phan, tho  shriek  of  the  maniac  ;  the  mouru  of  tho  dying— in  view  of  murder- 
ed parents,  murdered  children,  murdered  wives,  and  that  stream  of  blood 
which  is  ever  following  tho  knife  and  dagger  in  the  bands  of  the  infuriated 
drunkard.  In  view  of  that  half  a  million,  in  this  Union  who  aro  now  stag- 
gering on  towards  an  unhenored  grave.  '  _._-,,»,,  „.  .

Tho periodical  literature  o(  Ihe  present  age  has  assumed  nn  importance  which 
it  in  difficult  to  estimate.  It  embraces  every  department  of  science.  Ji  s  •eki 
to  gratify  tin*  tastes  of  all  classes,  and  rnnges  boundlessly  In  the  region*  of 

fiction.    It"  iiiiim  nee  extends  to  all,  furnishing  them  win,  ideas,  control  Una 
their  opinion*,  forming  their  tastes,  nnd  directing  their  conduct, 

This  movement,  like  a  torrent  which  is  Itoth  beautiful  and  dangerous,  can. 
uot.  and  ought  not,  to  Ira  stopped,  but  it  require*  the  wisest  heads  and  sound- 
est  hearts  to  direct  it  into  Mile  und  useful  channels, 

That  philosophy  which  directs  the  universe  of  a  God,  must  bo  relinked  by 
that  clearer  1  i vrti t  which  shows  the  hand  of  a  Creator  in  every  movement  and 
traces  his  footsteps  upon  every  tangible  and  visible  object.  That  taste  which 
if  derived  from  the  garniture  of  nature  must  receive  additional  refinement 
from  the  moral  life  and  loveliness  of  the  mind.  Religion  must  be  presented 
in  its  dignity,  in  its  truthfulness,  in  its  hopes,  where  tho  imagination  may 
rove  up  and  down  without  limit. 

If  we  do  not  furnish  u  periodical  literature  salted  to  tho  science,  the  im- 
provement,  the  taste,  the  liberality  ol  the  present  age,  and  Imbue  it  ivith 
morality  and  religion,  then  tho  children  that  arc  now  approaching  maturity 
will  resort  to  other  sources,  ami  will,  with  their  studies,  Irabibo  tho  phi- 
losophy and  infidelity  Which  dethrone  the  ruler  of  the  universe. 

Let  us  then  encourage  those  periodicals  of  taste  and  genius  which  ca«t 
down  every  high  thing  that  exalt,  th  itself  against  the  knowledge  of  God, 
•Ad  Which  exalts  literature  l.y  the  presence  of  a  pervading  Deity. 

Without  Specifying  many  excellent  periodicals  outside  of  our  particular 
province,  we  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolutions: 

RetolveH,  That  we  encourage  the  circulation  of  those  denominational  pa- 
pers, the  Commission  and  the  Hume  Sf  Foreign  Journal. 

Rrsohnl,  That  wo  recommend  the  more  extensive  circulation  and  en- 
couragement of  our  own  State  paper,  the  South  fVeatern  Hnptist,  that  iti 
editors  may  bo  enabled  to  make  those  Improvements,  which  the  present  Flail 
of  learning  ami  rapid  advancement  now  demand. 

But  in  the  adoption  of  this  resolution  we  express  no  opinion  in  reference 
to  the  late  controversy  to  which  said  paper  was  a  party,  nor  does  this  Con- 
vention hold  itself  responsible  for  said  controversy.

(APPENDIX  D.) 
Report  on  Education, 

The  Committee  on  Education  respectfully  offer  the  following  report : 
A  comparison  of  the  educational  statistics  of  Alabama  as  presented  in  the 
valuable  report  of  Mr.  Perry,  for  1857,  with  the  statistics  of  previous  yew, 
evinces  the  rapid  increase  of  public  interest  in  regard  to  this  subject.  The 
magnificent  school  edifices  that  are  being  erected,  the  augmented  number 
and  scholarship  of  tnosc  engaged  in  teaching,  the  Academics  and  Colleges 
which  withm  a  few  years  have  been  called  into  existence,  tho  large  amounts 
expended  tor  libraries  and  apparatus,  all  exhibit  on  the  part  of  our  citizens 
a  disposition  to  allord  every  facility  for  the  cultivation  and  mental  training 
of  the  young.  ■ 

Among  the  causes  which  havo  contributed  to  this  widely-extended  and 
daily  increasing  interest,  none  have  been  so  efficient  as  the  awakening  of 
the  various  religious  denominations  to  the  importance  of  this  subject.  So 
soon  as  they  were  aroused,  an  impulse  was  given  to  education  sufficient  to 
overcome  every  resisting  force,  and  from  that  time  progress  has  been  its 
marked  characteristic.  Under  the  auspices  of  these  denominations,  institu- 
tions of  learning  have  sprung  up  as  by  magic,  which  for  efficiency  and  pros- 
perity stftHd  id  the  front  rank. 
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First  among  co/mlB  In  these  enterprises  stands  the  Baptist  denomination. 
It  has  been  too  common  to  speak  in  depreciating  terms  of  our  efforts  in  this 
direction,  und  our  own  agent*,  anniversary  speakers,  and  newspaper  writers 
have  given  currency  to  the  sentiment  that  we  are  doing  little  or  nothing  for 
the  education  of  the  young.  Hut  let  any  one. take  a  map  of  Alabama,  and 
carefully  mark  the  various  points  where  Baptist  institutions  of  a  high  grade 
are  located,  and  very  different  coneliisions  will  lie  irresistibly  forced  upon 
Uih  mind.  Although  it  Is  impossible  to  gather  accurate-  statistics  upon  iliio 
point,  yet  after  a  careful  Investigation,  your  committee  hazard  nothing  in 
Baying  that  our  denomination  occupies  the  llrst  position  in  .the  number  and 
grade  of  its  schools,  the  ability  and  scholarship  of  its  teachers,  and  the  fa- 
cilities for  imparting  instruction. 

The  position  of  woman,  so  commanding  and  influential  especially  in  the 
Southern  States,  led  the  Baptists  of  Alabama  at  a  comparatively  early  day 
to  consider  her  education  as  a  subject  of  the  very  llrst  importance.  Hence 
the  origin  of  the  Atheneum  at  Tuscaloosa,  and  then  the  elder  sister  of  all 
our  Female  Colleges,  the  Judson,  whose  reputation  is  now  spread  over  our 
entire  country.  Under  the  efficient  management  of  Prof.  S.  S.  Sherman,  as- 
sisted by  an  able  corps  of  teachers,  the  prosperity  of  this  institution  is  in- 
creasing from  year  to  year.  The  Fast  Alabama  Female  College  at  Tuskegee 
is  meeting  the  most  sanguine  expectations  of  its  friends.  The  Faculty  with 
Prof.  W.  F.Perry,  late  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools,  at  its  head,  exhibits 
a  list  of  names  which  must  command  extensive  patronage.  On  the  1st  of  Oc- 
tober last,  the  Alabama  Central  Female  College  at  Tuscaloosa,  with  Prof. 
It.  P.  Latham  as  Principal,  opened  with  a  number  of  pupils  truly  gratifying 
to  its  founders  and  patrons.  Salubriously  located,  with  a  magnificent  edifice, 
aud  every  appliance  necessary  for  imparting  instruction,  it  cannot  lint  pros- 
per. These  institutions — the  three  Baptist  Sisters  of  Alabama — indicate  in 
unmistakable  language,  the  future  of  our  denomination.  (Mir  females  en- 
lightened, Christianized,  and  thoroughly  educated,  in  our  own  schools,  our 
principles,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  must  finally  prevail. 

The  LaFayette  Female  Collegiate  Institute,  under  the  management  of  the 
Rev.  J.  F.  Bledsoe,  is  enjoying  a  high  degree  of  prosperity,  and  is  eminently 
worthy  of  publicfpatronagc. 

Of  the  Male  Academies  under  Baptist  patronage,  we  may  mention  the 
Talladega  Male  High  School,  and  the  Central  Institute,  which,  with  their  su- 
perb and  commodious  builings,  their  able  Faculties  and  general  facilities  for 
training  youth,  reflect  great  credit  upon  our  brethren  of  those  sections  of  our 
State.  Also  the  Collegiate  Institute  at  Tuskegee.  now  under  the  care  of 
brethren  Dodson,  Jones  and  Park,  has  recently  opened  with  the  most  flatter- 
ing prospects  of  success.  These  and  our  other  schools  will,  we  have  uo  doubt, 
prove  valuable  sources  of  supply  to  Howard  College. 

The  condition  of  Howard  College,  the  child  of  this  Convention,  was  never 
more  prosperous  than  at  the  present  time.  Notwithstanding  the  difficulties 
with  which  it  has  to  contend,  difficulties  of  no  ordinary  magnitude,  yet  its 
friends  are  able  to  say  "  Hitherto  the  Lord  hath  helped  us.''  For  full  par- 
ticulars as  to  its  buildings,  library,  apparatus,  number  and  deportment  of 
fupils  last  session,  we  refer  you  to  the  able  Beport  of  its  Board  of  Trustees, 
t  is  gratifying  to  state  that  while  the  interests  of  other  institutions  have 
suffered  materially  from  the  disorderly  conduct  ot  their  pupils,  the  history 
of  Howard  College  during  a  period  of  1G  years,  is  not  stained  by  a  single 
serious  disturbance.  This  fact  speaks  volumes  in  its  favor,  and  reflects  credit 
aliko  on  the  students,  its  Faculty,  and  the  citizens  of  iMarion.  Your  Com- 
mittee cannot  but  express  the  conviction  that  this  uniform  good  conduct  is 
attributable  mainly  to  the  prudence,  wisdom,  and  decision  with  which  the 
internal  regulations  of  the  College  have  been  managed.  While  the.  discip- 
line has  been  firm,  and  the  bearing  of  the  Faculty  dignified,  yet  kindness  has 
formed  a  component  element  of  that  discipline,  ami  the  dignity  has  not  been 
too  reserved  or  arristocratic  to  prevent  familiar  intercourse.  Thus  the  stu- 
dents have  respected  and  obeyed  the  laws  of  the  institution,  influenced,  in  a 
S"eat  degree,  by  personal  attachment  aud  affection  for  their  teachers.  In 
r.  Talbird  they  have  found  not  only  an  efficient,  erudite,  and  dignified 
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President,  but  a  kind-hearted,  aflabio  gentleman,  n  prudent  and  faithful 
counsellor,  ix  warm,  devoted,  personal  friend.  Otbcr  members,  of  (he 
Faculty  posscn  theso  qualities  In  n  scarcely  loss  degree,  and  to  this,  pre- 
eminently, is  owing  the  absence  ol  those  turbulent  and  painful  scenes  which 
too  frequently  occur  nl  other  real*  of  learning,  Otbnr  causca  might  be 
named,  as  the  rellgiotta  lumicnco  (<l  the  Theological  student*,  and  t )i < •  health; 
tone  of  morals  which  pervade*.  Ihe  town  of  Marlon.  Taken  together,  (bo; 
hare  surrounded  Howard  College  with  ramparts  of  more  than  ailaniantloa 
itrengtb, oo thai  he  who  enters  in  may  peacefully  pursue  IiIm  studies,  gathering 
moral  with  mental  power,  and  leave  his  Alma  slater  with  a  vigorous  intellect 
a  round  mind,  and  a  pure  heart. 

The  standard  of  scholarship  at  this  Institution  Is  a*  elevated  a*  that  of 
any  College  in  the  laud— the  ability  of  Its  Professors  for  their  respective 
duties,  unquestioned — its  libraries  and  apparatus  sufficient  rbr  every  prac- 
tical purpose,  and  already  has  it  sent  forth  a  host  of  young  men,  wlm 
are  occupying  enviable  positions  In  the  various  departments  of  society, 
For  what  has  already  been  accomplished,  your  Committee  cannot  hut  "  thank 
God,"  and  judging  of  the  future  from  the  past,  we  hit  Inspired  to  "take 
courage."  There  are  several  things  in  connection  with  the  literary  depart- 
ment of  Howard  College  which  seem  to  Indicate  enlarged  prosperity  in  the 
future.  1st,  The  increasing  number  of  its  students.  At  no  period  has  this 
been  so  marked  as  during  the  present  session.  About  IK)  have  registered 
their  names  a*  mi  tubers  of  the  difii  rent  classes  of  the  College  proper.  Thin 
in  Itself  is  strong  evidence  <>l  the  increasing  interest  of  one  brethren  in  re* 
gard.to  this  in  titution.  which  Interest  we  trn^t  will  continue  to  augment 
until  even  litis  number  shall  be  doubled.  nut,  2d ly.  the  success  of  bro. 
Barton,  the  Indefatigable  Financial  Secretary  of  the  College,  cviuces  still 
Merc  clearly  the  dct<  nni nation  of  the  Bnptists  of  Alnbnmn  to  place  this  in- 
stitution upon  such  a  losis  that  there  shall  Ira  no  possibility  of  failure.  The 
conviction  seems  to  be  general,  that  the  Literary  Endowment  Fund  mnst 
reach  at  least  $200,000.  With  this  object  in  view,  the  appeals  of  the  Secre- 
tary, wherever  made,  have  met  a  cheerful  and  liberal  response ;  and  from 
his  success  during  a  period  of  financial  embarrassment,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  this  sum  will  Ira  spedily  raised. 

It  la  thought  by  many  of  our  brethren,  that  the  number  of  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Howard  College  might  to  be  Increased.  This  may  appear 
a  trifling  matter  in  itself,  but  your  Committee,  after  carefully  examining 
the  Mibject,  would  suggest  iho  propriety  of  Mieh  action  on  the  part  of  this 
Convention.  vYcnrcsalisfii  d  that  an  augmented  number  of  Trustees,  located 
In  different  portions  of  the  State,  would  add  materially  to  the  interests  of 
the  College.  Let  a  quorum,  for  the  transaction  cf  ordinary  business,  still 
reside  in  or  near  Marion,  but  in  all  matters,  of  importance,  let  the  entire 
Board  Ira  consulted.  This  Board  can  hold  its  annual  meetings,  Thus,  there 
would  be  brethren  in  every  section  of  the  State,  personally  identified  with 
the  institution,  and  at  all  limes  able  tu  impart  information  ns  to  its  true 
condition.  Such  brethren  would  represent  the  interests  of  the  College  in 
their  respective  localities,  and  through  their  influence  the  number  of  students 
would  be  largely  increased,  and  its  linineial  affairs  greatly  promoted. 

The  number  ol  young  men  now  connected  with  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment of  Howard  College  is  larger  than  in  any  previous  session.  There  arc 
at  this  time,  wa  understand.  2 1  pursuing  a  course  of  studies  with  special 
reference  to  the  ministry.  Others  are  anxiously  waiting  until  the  means 
■ball  be  provided,  that  tiny  afro  may  unite  with  this  interesting  class.  This 
certainly  is  encouraging,  inasmuch  as  it  evinces  the  prevailing  sentiment  of 
the  Baptists  of  Alabama  in  regard  to  ministerial  education.  Not  that  this 
subject  is  a  new  idea  with  the  Baptists  cither  of  1  fall  or  any  othcj  country, 
for  it  is  as  old  as  the  denomination  Itself.  Our  history  abundantly  proves 
that  from  time  immemorial,  amid  all  the  persecutions  to  which  we  have  been 
subject,  this  cause  lias  been  warmly  cspousi  d.  True,  tbo  views  which  have 
been,  and  nre  still,  entertained  by  Baptists  upon  this  subject,  differ  es- 
sentially from  the  views  of  other  denominations. 

The  great  principle  ever  advocated  ley  our  denomination  Is  simply  this: 
That  educatiou  docs  not  creato  those  peculiar  gifts  and  qualifications  which 


\vc  arc  taught  by  the  word  of  God,  arc  essential  to  the  ministerial  office.— 
Upon  this  plain  principle  both  our  theory  and  our  practice  arc  founded. 
Evidences  of  a  change  of  heart — anient  love  to  Christ  and  his  cause — strong 
desires  and  unwearied  efforts  for  the  salvation  of  sinners— the  possession  of 
those  peculiar  talents  which  adapt  a  man  to  the  sacred  work— all  these  evi- 
dences have  been  uniformly  required  by  our  churches,  previous  to  a  brother's 
receiving  what  is  termed  a  ministerial  education.  Such  a  thing  ftR educating 
a  man  for  the  ministry  who  did  not  give  all  these  evidences,  was  never 
dreamed  of  by  Baptists,  at  least,  in  former  tiroes.  But  let  a  brother  give 
satisfactory  evidence  that  lie  is  "  called  of  God  "  to  preach  the  Gospel,  and 
our  churches  have  always  been  ready  to  afford  him  every  facility  within 
their  power,  for  the  development,  cultivation,  and  discipline  of  his  mind.— 
Upon  this  same  principle  Baptists  have  ever  repudiated  the  notion  that  a 
thorough  classical  education  is  a  sine  qua  non  to  the  ministerial  oflice.  They 
hive  never  attempted  "  to  limit  the  Holy  One  of  Israel  "  in  calling  whom  he 
will  to  preach  the  Gospel.  The  scriptural  qualifications  for  the  ministry 
nlono  have  been  sought,  and  the  humble,  zealous,  pious  brother,  who  speaks 
no  language  but  his  own.  and  even  that  in  course  and  unpolished  sentences, 
if  after  trial,  he  has  been  found  "apt  to  teach,"  has  been  gladly  ordained  to 
the  ministry  of  the  Word.  Under  the  ministry  of  these  self-denying,  studi- 
ouv  and  godly  men,  amid  the  most  violent  ami  cruel  persecutions,  our  de- 
nomination advauced  with  unparalleled  rapidity,  until  in  point  of  numbers 
and  general  prosperity  we  rank  the  second  religious  body  in  the  United  States. 
Your  Committee  in  making  these  remarks  have  a  two-fold  ohject  in  view. 
1st  To  remind  the  churches  of  th>  ir  responsibilities  in  connection  with  tho 
Work  of  the  Gospel  ministry.  Upon  them  devolves  the  duty  of  deciding  as 
to  I  he  lUuess  of  every  candidate  for  this  sacred  office.  This  responsibility 
Cannot  he  delegated  to  any  other  body,  whether  it  be  an  educational  society 
or  the  Trustees  of  a  College.  The  churches  must  do  their  own  work,  or  God 
will  send  them  as  the  fearful  consequence,  a  worldly-minded  ministry.  It  is 
thought  by  some  of  our  most  judicious  brethren,  that  there  is  a  tendency  on 
the  part  of  some  of  our  churches,  to  recommend  young  men  as  students 
for  the  ministry,  of  whose  gifts  and  qualifications  they  have  never  nude 
trial-  leaving  it  with  the  officers  of  our  institutions  to  decide  these  Impor- 
tant 'questions  for  them.  Such  a  course  is  a  departure  from  our  primitive 
simplicity,  and  at  variance  with  the  Word  of  God.  It  is  the  duty  of  churches 
to  search  out  and  encourage  all  those  possessing  ministerial  gifts,  but  it  was 
hazarding  their  own  spirituality  and  safety  to  recommend  as  students  for 
the  ministry  those  ol  whose  qualifications  they  are  entirely  ignorant.  Our 
errond  object  is  to  place  ministerial  education  in  its  true  position,  as  coming 
after,  not  preceding  a  call  to  preach  the  Gospel.  1  h at  it  Iso  impor lance, 
great  importance,  all  will  admit.  But  education  In  Itself  will  never  make  a 
Gospel  minister.  This  is  done  by  the  spirit  of  God  in  producing  and 
making  manifest  those  talents  which  are  possessed  by  every  man  truly  called 
to  the  work.  Alter  this  divine  work  is  manifest,  then  it  is  the  province  of 
education  to  discipline,  ami  cultivate,  and  still  farther  devclope  the  peculiar 
gills  which  pertain  to  the  ministry  ol  the  Word.  Let  ministerial  educe  Ion 
occupy  its  appropriate  place,  and  it  will  prove  a  source  of  unto  d  blessings 
to  our  churches,  but  reverse  the  divine  order  of  things,  and  it  will  inevitably 

PrinCviewoStetho  constantly  increasing  number  of  Theological  students  pur- 
suing their  studies  at  Howard  College,  your  Committee  (eel  wpcUe*,tO 
bring  before  this  Convention  two  facts  in  relation  to  their  Wf  nSS?rf 
First  as  to  their  support.  It  is  well  known  that  bro.  Jcrc.  H.  Brown.of 
Sumptcr  county,  out  of  the  abundance  with  which  God  has  blessed  him,  bM 
generously  provided  for  the  support  0  twelve  of  these  young  ««.  ^But 
there  are  others  for  whom  no  provision  has  been  made.  ^«^J"£*! 
present  session,  have  been  compelled  to  remain  at  homo  £eMM  fbe  Board 
Ll  no  means  at  their  disposal  wherewUh  to  sustain  »hcm.  Ourch  arches 
must,  not  suppose  that  the  benlflccnce  of  bro,  Brown  can  f^SiJ!SSwSi 
plicant-it  would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  it.  The  ^^™»JjS 
itill  be  remembered  in  our  annual  contributions,  or  the  cause  ol  ministerial 
education  languish  in  our  midst. 
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The  second  fact  In  till*  connection,  to  which  wc  cftrncslly  invito  tlic  at- 
tention of  tliis  body  if.  that  tin-  present  arrangements  for  Imparting  thco- 
1  igical  instruction  at  Howard  College,  arc  totally  Inadequate  to  tho  want*  of 
the  students,  It  It  true  thai  the  chair  of  theology  is  amply  endowed,  but  it 
1h  well  knows  that  thin  chair  is  now,  and  has  been  for  several  years,  but 
partially  occupied.  The  arduous  and  distracting  duties  of  tho  ['residency 
aro combined  with  the  labors  of  the  Theological  Professorship,  and  the  re- 
sult has  been  an  almost  entire  subordination  of  ih«*  latter  to  tho  fortn  r.  Dr. 
Talbird  baa  done  all  that  his  divided  labors  would  permit,  but  it  is  impossibbj 
for  any  man,  situated  as  he  has  been,  to  do  nnything  like  justice  to  the  Theo- 
logical Department.  It  may  ho  said,  that  the  literary  course  forms  as  much 
a  part  of  ministerial  education  as  the  theological,  and  that  In  the  cane  of 
the  young  brethren  at  this  institution,  it  is  even  more  essential.  Admit  all 
this,  but  W  it  not  true,  that  the  llaptists  of  Alabama  endowed  the  chair  of 
theology  for  a  specific  purpose?  and  is  that  purpose  being  carried  out  under 
the  present  arrangement  /  We  leave  Ihcsc  important  questions  for  this  Con- 
vention to  decide.  It  seems,  however,  to  your  Committee,  that  the  wants  of 
the  theological  students  imperatively  demand  more  attention  in  this  depart- 
ment that  can  be  possibly  given  so  Ions  as  the  two  chairs  are  combined.— 
The  large  class  now  in  attendance  would  require  the  undivided  time  and  at- 
tention of  nt  least  one  Professor,  if  anything  like  a  systematic  course;  of 
theology  were  pursued.  We  cannot  but  hope  that  some  measures  will  ho 
adopted  at  once,  whereby  tho  facilities  for  imparting  theological  instruction 
may  be  greatly  increased. 

Notwithstanding  the  disadvantages  under  which  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment of  Howard  College  has  labored,  still  it  has  accomplished  a  great  work 
for  our  denomination  in  Alabama.  A  large  number  of  young  men  have  pono 
forth,  through  whose  instrumentality  our  churches  have  been  ntrengtlied,  and 
scores  of  precious  fouls  converted  to  God.  Among  the  many  who  have  en- 
joyed its  advantages,  not  one,  so  far  as  your  Committee  is  aware,  has  aposta- 
tized. All  that  live  remain  sound  in  faith,  sound  in  doctrine,  sound  in  prac- 
tice. Shall  not  this,  institution  then  be  cherished?  Shall  not  every  effort 
bo  put  forth  to  augment  its  usefulness  and  increase  its  prosperity  1  Thcro 
can  be  but  one  response.  We  would  urge  upon  our  brethren  throughout  tho 
State  tho  necessity  of  fervent  prayer  in  behalf  of  the  varied  interests  of 
Howard  College.  The  blessing  of  Almighty  God  is  essential  to  the  per- 
manent success  of  every  undertaking,  l'rayer  excites  feeling,  and  feeling 
impels  to  action.  Let  our  churches  pray  more  lor  the  institution,  and  es- 
pecially the  Theological  Department,  and  every  aid  that  is  required  will  be 
speedily  forthcoming,  and  its  usefulness  increased  a  hundred  fold. 

Not  only  in  Alabama,  but  throughout  our  whole  country,  the  Baptists,  nro 
doing  a  noble  work  in  the  cause  of  education.  During  tlie  past  ten  years, 
the  number  of  institutions  of  learning  under  their  control,  have  been  moro 
than  doubled.  We  have  now  thirty-four  Colleges,  twelve  Theological  Semi- 
naries, and  upwards  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  other  educational  institutions 
in  the  United  States.  These  are  constantly  increasing.  Measures  have  been 
put  in  operation  for  the  establishment  ot  a  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  to  rank  with  Newton  and  ltochesterat  the  North.  Its  endowment  I" 
to  be  $'J00,0U0.  South  Carolina  has  already  made  up  one-half  this  sum,  in 
consideration  of  which  it  has  been  decided  that  the  Seminary  shall  be  lo- 
cated at  Greenville  in  that  State.  Uro.  Hroadus,  of  Fredricksburg.  Va.,  has 
rccepted  an  a-jency  to  visit  the  other  Southern  Slates  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  the  other  $100, 000.  The  Professors,  four  in  numlwr.  have  been  ap- 
pointed, and  it  Is  confidently  expected  that  this  institution  will  commence 
operations  in  the  course  of  a  few  months.  It  is  not  designed  by  the  estab- 
lithment  of  this  Seminary  to  interfere  with  any  of  the  State  institutions, 
but  simply  to  furnnh  facilities  which  they  do  not  possess.  Many  of  our 
young  brethren,  who  have  enjoyed  all  the  literary  advantages  of  our  Col- 
leges, have  been  anxious  to  receive  a  thorough  course  of  theological  in- 
struction. To  accomplish  this,  they  have  been  reduced  to  one  ot  two  al- 
ternatives, either  to  enter  a  I'cdo-Uaptittt  Seminary  where  erroneous  views 
of  divine  truth  are  inculcated,  or  else  go  North,  where  they  are  continually 
exposed  to  insult.    This  state  of  things  has  long  been  regretted  by  many  of 
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our  most  judicious  and  influential  brethren,  and  after  much  deliberation  and 
many  prayers,  it  was  determined  to  remedy  the  evil  by  founding  a  Seminary, 
located  in  a  central  position,  and  adapted  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  entire 
South  in  regard  to  ministerial  education.  This  step,  after  several  previous 
meetings,  was  taken  by  the  Convention  which  met  last  May  in  Greenville,  S. 
C.  It  is  not  proposed,  however  to  restrict  the  advantages  of  this  School  of 
the  Prophets  to  those  only  who  have  received  a  liberal  education— pro- 
vision, we  understand,  will  be  made  lor  every  class  of  students,  whatever 
their  mental  culture.  This  grand  and  noble  enterprise,  cannot  but  commend 
itself  to  the  denomination,  since,  if  properly  controlled,  it  must,  under 
the  Divine  blessing,  result  in  inconceivable  good  to  our  Southern  Zion. 
We  feel  fissured  that  the  liaptists  of  Alabama,  whin  called  upon  to  do  their 
part  in  endowing  this  institution,  will  not  be  behind  their  brethren  of  sister 
States. 

Your  Committee  in  concluding  this  report  would  respectfully  suggcrt  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  1st,  That  with  a  view  to  a  more  general  representation  of  the 
interests  of  Howard  College,  this  Convention  do  now  proceed  to  elect  ten 
additional  Trustees  of  this  institution,  thus  increasing  the  number  from 
fifteen  to  twenty-live,  and  that  twelve  of  this  number  shall  be  selected  from 
the  different  bodies  represented  in  this  Convention,  other  than  the  Cab;  wba 
Association  and  the  Churches  in  its  limits. 

Resolved,  2d,  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Convention,  the  educational 
interests  and  permanent  prosperity  of  our  denomination  in  this  .Slate,  de- 
mand that  the  Literary  Endowment  Fund  of  Howard  College  should  reach 
at  least  $250,000— that  the  liaptists  of  Alabama  are  able  and  willing  to 
make  up  this  amount — and  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  hereby  instructed 
not  to  relax  their  efforts,  but  to  continue  the  services  of  u  Financial  Sec- 
retary until  this  amount  shall  be  contributed. 

Resolved,  3d,  That  the  direct  and  important  relation  which  the  Theo- 
logical Department  of  Howard  College  sustains  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
denomination  in  Alabama,  together  with  the  large  number  and  pressing 
wants  of  the  students  now  in  attendance,  demand  the  entire  time  and  at- 
tention of  a  Theological  Professor )  and  this  Convention  do  hereby  recom- 
mend to  instruct  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  sever  the  connection  that  now  exists 
between  the  Presidency  and  the  Chair  of  Theology  at  as  early  a  day  as  prac- 
ticable, so  that  the  latter  may  accomplish  all  the  work  lor  which  it  was 
originally  endowed. 

Resolved,  4th,  That  this  Convention  heartily  approves  of  the  objects  sought 
to  be  accomplished  by  the  establishment  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary — that  its  location,  Greenville,  S.  C,  is  satisfactory— that  its  basis 
of  organization  and  doctrinal  platform  we  fully  endorse— that  we  regard 
this  institution  as  ono  of  the  greatest  and  noblest  enterprises  in  which  the 
denomination  South  has  ever  engaged,  and  destined  to  accomplish  more  for 
our  Southern,  Zion  than  perhaps  any  other  instrumentality— and  hence  we 
cordially  commend  it  to  the  favorable  regard  ami  enlarged  benevolence  of 
our  brethren  in  Alabama. 

Resolved,  5th,  In  view  of  the  vast  and  momentous  interests  connected 
with  educational  institutions,  the  influence  for  weal  or  woe  which  those  who 
enjoy  their  advantoges  must  necessarily  exert,  «nd  sensible  that  these  in- 
terests, in  a  spiritual  point  of  view,  arc  too  frequently  forgotten,  believing 
that  there  is  a  real  and  intimate  relation  between  prayer  and  the  Divine 
blessing,  and  also  between  prayer  and  effort,  this  Convention  earnestly  re- 
commend the  churches  of  Alabama  to  observe  the  last  Thursday  in  February, 
1859,  as  a  day  of  prayer  for  our  institutions  of  learning ;  that  Howard  Col- 
lege, and  especially  its  Theological  Department,  be  particularly  embraced, 
and  that  a  general  collection  be  taken  up  on  that  day  for  the  Bupport  of  our 
Beneflciaries.

The  Board  of  Trustees  beg  Icnvn  to  present  tbolrannoal  report  of  the  con- 
dition ami  prospects  i>r  Howard  College. 

l-Mr-t .  ns  to  ilw  Internal  state  of  tho  College  :  Thewhole  number  of  stndrnti 
in  attendance  daring  the  yenr  ending  July,  .K>8,  was  83.  Up  to  thin  dote 
in  the  present  session  8G  have  registered  their  name*,  and  titer1!  is  every 
prospect  that  this  number  will  be  considerably  increased.  Your  Board  can 
truly  assure  you.  that  the  internal  condition  of  the  College  is  all  that  can  l>o 
reasonably  risked  or  desired.  The  healthful  state  of  moral  and  religious 
reeling  generally  prevailing  among  the  student* ;  the  character  of  the  In* 
structlon  given,  and  the  vigor  with  a'hlch  the  studies  arc  prosecuted,  should 
fill  our  hearts  with  gratitude  to  God,  aad  encourage  us  to  increased  exertions 
for  the  prosperity  of  cur  College. 

Thtohgttnl  Dcpartnu  nt. —  During  the  year  ending  ns  above,  twelve  young 
men,  studying  with  reference  to  the  ministry,  have  been  under  the  care  of 
our  Board,    of  these,  six  were  unstained  by  the  Christian  liberality  of  l>ny 

.  II.  Brown,  nt  an  expense  of  SlOafi  no  ;  one  by  the  liberality  ol  n  gentle- 
man in  Ncwbcrn,  Greene  county,  who  makes  no  pretension  to  religion,  and 
four  as  beneficiaries  of  the  Convention.  Mosl  of  these  young  brethren  hive 
employed  their  vacation  in  preaching  the  Gospel,  and  hundreds,  as  we  have 
reason  to  believe,  have  been  brought  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth  through 
their  instrumentality.  There  are  now  in  nil  nineteen  young  men  in  the  Col- 
lege preparing  for  the  ministry.  Tiny  are  generally  talented  and  seem  to 
be  deeply  pious.  If  the  Board  of  the  Convention  could  hold  out  decided  en* 
conragcinent  to  nil  who  desire  to  avail  thcnisi  Ives  of  the  advantages  of  the 
College,  the  number  might  lie  increased  to  twenty-live  or  thirty. 

The  Faculty.—  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  Faculty  wen 
ananiroously  re-appointed  to  till  their  respective  chairs ;  and  all  signified 
their  intention  to  retain  their  places  in  the  College.  At  u  snlisequent  period 
Prof.  N.  K.  Dn\  is  rctpn  sted  to  lie  released  from  his  engagement,  as  be  desired 
lo  eriter  upon  another  Held  of  labor  which  ottered  more  ample  salary.  The 
Board  were  fully  aware  of  the  value  of  his  services  lo  the  College,  but  felt 
compelled,  though  they  did  it  with  extreme  reluctance,  to  accept  his  n*ig- 
ua'ioii.  Thus  the  chair  of  Natural  Sciences  became  vacant.  As  the  indica- 
tions were  all  in  favor  ol  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  the  stu- 
dent', and  as  it  was  highly  desirable  to  have  the  services  of  nt  least  two 
tutors,  the  Hoard  determined  to  increase  the  number  of  Instructors  in  tho 
Faculty  !rom  five  to  seven.  They  succeeded  in  securing  tho  services  of  three- 
gentlemen  who  arc  citizens  of  Alabama  and  graduates  of  our  own  State 
University.  Mr.  N.  Friend  was  appointed  to  the  chair  of  Natural  Sciences. 
Mr.  Ward  to  the  tutorship  of  Mathematics  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Parker  to  the  tu- 
torship of  Ancient  aid  Modern  Languages.  These  gentlemen  have  entered 
upon  tleir  appropriate  duties  ami  are  giving  ample  satisfaction. 

Endowment. — The  financial  condition  of  the  College  has  greatly  improved 
sir.ee  your  last  annual  meeting.  At  the  opening  of  the  year  1858,  the  Rev. 
W.  S.  Iiarion  was  appointed  Financial  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  has  do- 
voted  himself  to  the  interests  of  the  College.    He  has  up  to  this  date  secured 

in  good  notes .    The  present  condition  of  the  endowmcut  fund  is  as 

tollows:

The  pledges  reported  by  the  agent  arc  of  course  not  legal  instruments,  but 

it  is  prcsuin'd  the  amounts  will  for  the  most  part  be  realized. 
Your  Board  regret  to  bo  compelled  to  statu  that  but  little  progress  has 

beeu  made  in  collecting  that  portion  of  the  fund  which  is  now  due.    This. 
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however,  is  attributable  to  circumstances  beyond  their  control.  At  the 
commencement  of  the  year  they  elected  bro.  VV.  W.  i'asehal  to  the  oflice  of 
Treasurer,  but  severe  personal  illness  and  family  bereavements  constrained 
1) i in  to  resign  the  office.  Tlie  Hon.  J,  P.  Cocke  was  appointed  in  his  place, 
and  he  at  once  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office.  Unfortunately  he  found 
these  duties  to  be  incompatible  with  his  private  business  arrangement*,  and 
he  too  resigned  his  place.  Hut  so  thoroughly  convinced  are  your  Hoard  of 
the  necessity  of  collecting  the  funds  of  the  College,  that  they  at  once  sought 
a  suitable  person  to  till  the  place  which  bro.  Cocke's  resignation  had  vacated. 
They  congratulate  the  Convention  on  being  able  to  state  that  bro.  David  It. 
Lide,  of  (Jarlowville,  has  consented  to  enter  upon  this  important  but  delicate 
work.  Wo  entreat  for  him  the  sympathy  and  encouragement  of  the  con- 
stituency of  this  Convention. 

College  Building*, — Three  spacious  and  substantial  College  buildings  arc 
now  so  nearly  completed  as  to  be  lit  for  occupancy.  It  was  of  vital  impor- 
sauce  to  the  interests  of  the  College  that  the  second  dormitory  building 
should  bo  completed  by  the  opening  of  the  session.  The  funds  in  the  hand 
of  your  Hoard  specially  donated  for  that  purpose,  were  exl  austed.  They 
found  on  inquiry  that  thousands  could  be  secured  even  in  Marion  and  vi- 
cinity for  the  endowment  where  scarcely  hundreds  could  Ire  obtained  for  the 
building  fund.  If  they  attempted  to  secure  funds  fur  the  building,  they  must 
in  the  effort  incur  a  loss  of  thousands  for  the  endowment.  Under  all  the  facts 
and  circumstances  of  the  case,  they  felt  constrained, even  in  a  financial  point 
of  view,  to  use  whatever  funds  they  could  collect  in  paying  for  the  erection 
of  the  second  dormitory  edifice.  Without  the  additional  means  of  Accom- 
modation, they  would  have  been  compelled  to  refuse  the  application  for  ad- 
mission of  fifteen  or  twenty  students.  In  addition  to  this,  they  are  persuaded 
it  will  be  an  ultimate  saving  to  the  College  of  even  dollars  and  cents. 

In  their  Inst  annual  report  the  Hoard  announced  to  the  Convention  that 
the  ladies  of  Marion  had  placed  in  their  hands  $3u0  00.  for  the  purchase  of 
a  cabinet  of  minerals.  The  purchase  has  been  made,  nnd  a  very  choice  suite 
of  minerals  have  been  added  to  the  means  of  instruction  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Faculiy  of  the  College. 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  at  its  last  session  passed 
an  net  amending  the  act  by  which  the  College  was  incorporated.  This 
amendment  authorizes  the  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention  to  appoint  ten 
additional  Trustees  of  the  College,  if  in  their  estimation  it  should  be  expe- 
dient to  do  so.  The  Hoard  would  therefore  recommend  tlirvt  the  Convention 
at  its  present  sessiou  appoint  ten  additional  Trustees,  making  in  all  twenty- 
live,  and  that  seven  of  these  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

In  reviewing  the  results  of  their  last  year's  labors,  your  Hoard  are  per- 
suaded that  they  discern  unmistakable  evidences  of  the  Divine  favor.  They 
feel  warranted  in  respectfully  urging  upon  the  Associations,  churches  and 
individuals  composing  this  body,  the  obligations  which  they  still  owe  to  this 
cherished  institution.  It  must  yet  make  additional  claims  upon  your  kind- 
ness and  Curistiau  liberality — claims  which  every  Baptist  should  meet  with 
unshaken  purpose,  and  prayful  reliance  on  the  Great  Head  of  the  church. 
In  duo  timo  you  Bhall  reap  if  you  faint  not.        Respectfully  eubmitted.

It  is  true  much  has  been  done  for  the  convention  of  the  world  already,  yet 
the  commission  given  by  the  Savior  to  his  disciples  to  preach  the  Gospel 
to  every  creature,  is  not  complied  with.  Thrre  ore  millions  of  the  human 
family  now  in  heath  'n  darkness.  Our  duty  to  give  them  the  Gospel  is  seen 
and  felt  to  some  extent.  Hut  wo  do  not  feel  it  as  sensibly  as  did  the  Apostle 
Paul  when  he  said  I  have  a  heaviness  and  continued  sorrow  in  my  heart  fur 
my  brethren,  the  Jews.  The  Gospel  is  God's  method  of  saving  men,  and  if 
the  heathen  are  enlightened  and  saved,  we  must  send  it  to  them.  If,  then, 
it  Is  our  duty  to  give  it  to  them,  here  is  a  work  in  which  every  pious  indi- 
vidual may  engage.

2d,  Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  encouragement 
should  be  given  to  tho  preparation  and  use  of  BaptiBt  Sabbath  6chool  books 
in  all  schools  connected  with  our  churches. 

3,  Resolved,  That  this  Convention  do  recommend  to  the  churches  of  this 
State  the  establishment  of  a  Sabbath  school  in  connection  with  each  church.
